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AN ANCIENT SYRIAN MARTTROLOGY. 

This list of martyrs occupies the concluding pages of the well- 
known Nitrian manuscript Add. 12, 150, viz., fol. 251, vers. — , 
fol. 254 rect. It is now unfortunately imperfect, as nearly the 
whole of fol. 245 has been torn away, leaving nothing uninjured 
but the precious colophon, of which Land has given a very neat 
facsimile in his Anecdota Syriaca, t. i., tab. iv. 

The precise date of this martyrology I cannot fix. The 
manuscript of which it forms part was transcribed in the year 
of the Greeks 723, i.e., a.d. 412. It is not likely, however, 
that it is very much older; for the mention of Eusebius of 
Caesareia and Jacob of Nesibis, and the list of those who suf- 
fered under Sapor II. in Persia, necessarily bring it down 
towards the end of the fourth century. 

I have taken no liberties with the text of the manuscript, 
except the insertion of a few points. A translation will be 
given in the next number of this journal.

AN ANCIENT SYRIAN MABTTB0L0OT. 

In attempting to translate this document (see J. S. L. for Oct,, 
1865) I have chiefly made use of the Acta Sanctorum of the 
Bollandists, the Martyrologium Rornanum (edit, noviss., Romae 
1845, 4to), the Menologium Grtecorum (Urbini, 1727, 3 torn, fol.), 
and Assemani's Acta SS. Martyrum. Some names, of course, 
still remain obscure, having been corrupted in the process of 
transcription. 

It wolild not have been difficult for me to have added a con- 
siderable quantity of annotations ; but I have not found sufficient 
leisure to do so at present, and have therefore attempted nothing 
more than to express the names of the martyrs, etc., as correctly 
as possible.
